Significance to World 


Elsewhere in this issue is a report by Dr. Weldon Gibson 
on his findings on a recent world tour and one of the things he 
is reported to have said is that Stanford Research Institute, of 
which he is associate director, is earning world renown. 

Its world-wide reputation is going to be augmented more 
than somewhat at an international economic development con- 
ference, to be held in San Francisco in October. Representatives 
of some 53 countries have already signed to attend it, and what | 
they decide is going to be reported all over the world. | 

It'll possibly have a significant place in the world struggle | 
between free enterprise and state-directed economic development. 

It may seem a provincial outlook, but future meetings of this 
sort may be held in Menlo Park, and they should be. 

The research institute, now in the middle of a $5,000,000 
building program, isn’t going to be able to afford anything as 
plush as a huge auditorium for many years; the city can’t just 
find the money and build one, and the many business and 
cultural groups in this area who would like to sponsor large } 
meetings once every year or so find themselves renting space 
in San Francisco hotels. 

A large hall or auditorium is called for in the master plan 
for development of the Menlo Park civic center, it’s true, and 

‘this should go a long way toward keeping some of the more 
significant meetings of business executives, scientists, economic 
researchers and other specialists who work here, meeting here. 

And we can't lose sight of the fact that such things as a 
youth center, a new police station and a couple of underpasses 
all have to be built before such extras as a conference center. 

But the auditorium should be kept in mind — well in mind, 
for it’s one of the things that can give the community a place in 
world leadership. 

And this is a significance which few towns have an opportu- 
nity to achieve. 


Public Relations for Schools 
Pose Many Strange Problems 


The problem of getting better “public relations” for the 
public schools was aired by the Menlo Park Elementary District's 
trustees last week and what came out of the discussion, mainly, 
was that it'll cost money to get literature into every home in the 
district and there’s no assurance people will read such documents 
anyhow. 

The matter was _ tossed 
Advisory council for study. 

For what it’s worth,-we'd like to offer our two-bits’ worth 
on “readership.” 

The problem has never been resolved exactly. Even on 
newspapers, where trained personnel are supposed to be 
writing thir news storics to a length and placing them in a 
page in accordance with what they believe to be the interest 
of the readers, things sometimes go astray. 

A story of considerable length, run under a large head- 
line and placed in an easily found part of the paper may 
well pass unnoticed by a majority of readers, while a short 
story “buried” at the bottom of a news column and running 
about an inch in length, may be seen by everybody. 

We don't know why, but there have been times that a| 
rummage sale or whist party publicized with a two inch story 
somewhere in the “inside pages” of this paper has been mobbed, 
while’ a community benefit dance or other event which should | 
command vast attention has had so-so attendance, in spite of a| 
longer story carefully placed with an eye to getting the word| 
around. 

Responsible newsmen try to educate their readers besides 
entertaining them, with the result that stories by their nature 
rather dull — about a school budget or some municipal financial | 
proceedings — are given more and better space than less important 
more readable stuff. 

Sometimes the “message” is completely lost. For instance, a 
Seattle newspaper is said to have run the same story about the 
Korean War five days in a row, in different parts of the paper | 
under different headlines, without exciting comment. Nobody | 
read it and nobody cared.

A national organization once made a survey and found 
that the best possible “news picture,’ as far as attracting 
newspaper readers was concerned, would be one that had in 
it a dog, a small child, a portrait of Abraham Lincoln and a 
girl in a bathing suit.

On the Recorder, we've been looking for an excuse to put 
such a picture together for the past several years, and haven't 
succeeded.

But actually, the advisory council subcommittee which will | 
study the matter has one encouraging thing in its favor. 

The public relations of the school district, we'd say, are} 
probably in pretty good shape. The 950 to 1500 “no” votes | 
registered in school bond elections have been pretty uniform | 
through the years, and the precincts that hold most of these are | 
easily identifiable if one goes through the record.

City’s Obligations: Councilman 


At least one Menlo Park city 
councilman feels that a city’s bud- 
get should be held secondary, in 
consideration, to “providing mun- 
icipal workers with salaries com- 
mensurate with the work they do, 
and good enough so they can main- 
tain their self respect in the com. 
munity.” 

The councilman is Michael L. 
Belsngie who last week, at the 
close of an informal meeting of 
the council, aired some of his per- 
sonal views on the matter. 

Among other things, he noted 
that the seven percent increase 
in salaries granted Menlo Park’s 
workers in July doesn’t really give 
them much; it just keeps them 
abreast of boosts in the cost of liv- 
ing during the year just past. 

And he also took tssue with 
the view that “average is good 
enough” when it comes to set- 
ting wages for city workers. 

“Menlo Park is now ‘about aver-| 
age’ as far as wages paid by pen- 
insula area cities are concerned,” 
says the councilman. “But this

And in spite of the fact that ma- 
ny workers enter municipal serv- 
ice for a career, a large number 
of these find themselves thwarted 
by the constant attempt to keep 
taxes down. 

“In Menlo Park,” Belangie says, 
“we have an average annual turn- 
over of 18 percent among our em- 
ployees. 

“This may not be high as far 
as some types of private indus- 
try are concerned, but it demon- 
strates that trained personnel 
whe originally joined because of 
the security afforded by a muni- 
cipal job often leave for other 
work, to better themselves and 
to get the more attractive wages 
for similar work that private in- 
dustry offers.”

Menlo Was 
Small in ‘32 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 25 years 
ago this week, the following 
items, here reproduced exactly 
as first published, were news in 
the young community:

ASSESSMENTS ... AND TAXES 


It is always interesting to see 
the annual reports of county as- 
sessors showing that the property 
valuations are up over the pro- 
ceeding year. But good reading is 
all the figures give the burdened 
taxpayers. The cost of govern- 
ment goes up and up regardless 
of how fast the valuations rise. 

We look at the $84,294,709 in- 
crease in the county’s property 
values in the past 12 months and 
ordinarily one woud hope that this 
13 percent boost would be reflect- 
ed in the tax bill. 

It will, but not in the manner 
one would wish. County officials 
now estimate that they can keep 
the TAX INCREASE down to 
six cents. We’ll admit that the 
six-cent figure is far better than 
the 10 to 15-cent boost predicted 
a few months ago, but it does 
show that no matter how fast 
our industrial, commercial and 

residential properties nicrease 
they cannot keep up with the 
uptrend in governmental ex- 
penditures. 

No one can stick a pin in why 
the cost of doing government busi- 
ness should rise so rapidly. 

One can certainly put a good 
part of the blame on the citizens 
themselves who keep demanding 
more and mores ervices, 


We noticed, for instance, the big 
jump in the county library budget 
this year. 

This brought to mind a question 
we have frequently asked our- 
selves, why the costly service of a 
mobile library unit in such a small 
county? Three new branches are 
planned in the coming year. All 
cities have their own libraries, so 
why all the extravagance to sup- 
ply sparsely settled areas when 
those residents undoubtedly visit 
;a nearby city at least twice a 
week? 

There is another “little’project 
coming up soon that may add 
thousands of dollars a year to the 
county tax bill. We refer to the 
plan to establish a San Mateo coun- 
ty park in the high Sierras.

Even if the actual operational 
cost of the camping area is 
small, there will be allotments 
for roads, water supplies and 
sanitary facilities, a caretaker’s 
home, ete. 

This park idea may not be a bad 
idea and we are not opposing it 
as such. The fact remains, howev- 
er, that tax dollars will go just so 
far and if we stretch them into the 
Sierras they will get too thin. The 
county has turned most of its 
beaches over to the state for its 
operation, so why doesn’t the state 
establish more camping areas to 
serve ALL the people of the state 
instead of asking the larger coun- 
ties to foot the bills?

Figuring the county does wind 
up with a six-cent increase this 
year we can hear the howls that 
will come in the fall when bills 
come around. 

But not all the increases shown 
in the total column can be blam- 
ed on county government. School 
costs are up from one end of ‘the 
county to the other and no letup 
is in sight for many a year. We 
will find added costs for new 
school construction loans, addi- 
tional boosts for district hospital 
construction and new sanitary dis- 
trict costs in many areas. 

Miss Lorraine Dickey, county 
tax collector, hopes to have all 
the county bills in the mails by 
the last week in October, which 
means that the taxpayers will 
not get to see this year’s blow 
before the $3,860,000 bond elec- 
tion for the Sequoia Union High 
School District on Oct. 15. 

Whether it would make a differ- 
ence is a guess, but high school 

costs will be up with more bonds 
out of the last issue. The bond el- 
ection brings to mind something 
the people should know. Are the 
gymnasiums proposed in the Oc- 
tober voting to be “shells” or com- 
plete gyms. After the district 
spent almost half a million dollars 
each for the Menlo-Atherton and 
Carlmont gyms there wasn’t a 
spectator seat in either. Maybe 
half a gym is better than none, 
but... . 

Getting back to county expendi- 
tures, we can definitely see one 

way to cut tax bills—adopt the one 
cent sales tax. San Carlos has re- 
duced its tax rate to 41 cents... 
but the take is still higher than a 
year ago. Of the $250,000 estimat- 
ed tax revenue a year, the city 
must spend 60 percent of that rev- 
enue to lower actual government 


costs. The rest goes for other pro- | § 


jects. 

Menlo Park is similar in its op- 
erations. But as these two cities 
go merrily on their way with the 
sales tax no other locality seems 
the least bit interested—unless it 
is Redwood City and the public 
sentiment here has been_ strong 
enough to kill it. ~~ 

If a few north county cities 
would move, it could become coun- 
ty wide in a year but that does not 
oe the least probable at this 
ime.
